W ashington, May 22. — Regional 
prohibition adm inistrators surveyed 
their territories today for high grade 
state, county and municipal officers 
who could do dry sleuthing as a side 
line, under an order signed by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge allowing such authori­ 
ties to hold two jobs at the same 
time. 
Meantime 
a 
storm 
of 
protest 
against the extension of such federal 
authorities in time of peace created 
a furore in congress. 
The legality of such an order was 
questioned in many quarters. 
Dry authorities, 
however, 
were 
not disturbed. 
They claimed the 
thousands of reinforcements obtain­ 
able now will mean the dawn of real 
prohibition. 
The executive order was approved 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
Secretary of State Kellogg, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrews, 
dry czar, and the civil service com ­ 
mission. 
States will be given an opportun­ 
ity to enforce the dry law without 
federal interference under the order, 
it Was explained. 
Heretofore sher­ 
iffs could not obtain federal search 
w arrants or make an arrest for vio­ 
lation of the Volstead act but could 
only enforce state prohibition laws. 
California sheriffs first protested 
against this barrier in law enforce­ 
ment and adm inistrators Firth and 
Green brought the m atter 
to 
An­ 
drews’ attention. Dry Czar Andrews 
decided it was a good move and now 
if necessary, the 
government 
can 
draft every law enforcement officer 
in the country, provided state con­ 
stitutions and state statutes do not 
prevent it, into the prohibition army. 
It is not the plan of Andrews, how­ 
ever, to issue blanket commissions to 
every sheriff, deputy sheriff, 
con­ 
stable and policeman. 
The men are 
to be selected with care. 
Andrews 
has advised his field lieutenants 
to 
took over the available material and 
make recommendations for appoint­ 
ments. 
While the dry forces will be in­ 
creased materially the cost to 
the 
government will be slight. 
Under 
tentative plans the 
two 
job 
dry 
agents will be put on a dollar a year 
basis or at only a slightly higher 
wage scale. 
Now that the prohibition authori­ 
ties have obtained the drastic order 
requested, they admit that they have 
not worked out a definite plan how 
to apply it. 
The authority will be 
used carefully, they say.

Although such a sentence 
is not mandatory, it has been cus­ 
tomary for the Judge to pronounce 
the death penalty when mercy had 
not been recommended by the jury­ 
men.

W ashington. May 22— Application 
of the executive board allowing the 
treasury department to appoint state, 
county and municipal officers as pro­ 
hibition agents, will be confined at 
present to California, Assistant Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Andrews a n ­ 
nounced today. 
Applying the order to the whole 
country has not been considered as 
yet and w hether it will be extended 
eastward will be determined by the 
California test, the dry czar said. 
“ This is not the time to talk about 
state’s rights so far as prohibition is 
concerned,’’ Andrews said, discussing 
the order. 
When the people 
approved 
the 
18th amendment to the constitution 
they invaded the police powers of 
various states. 
“The people themselves 
decided 
the federal government should have 
the police power hitherto reserved by 
states but made the federal jurisdic­ 
tion concurrent. 
“ They forced us to use this police 
power, but we must lean upon state* 
to carry on their concurrent juria- 
. .ction, leaving the government as 
little police work as possible.”

William S. Vane, wet, Ge«rg&:Whar- 
ton Pepper, present incumbent, back­ 
ed by Secretary of the Treasury Mel­ 
lon, and Gfford Pinchot, governor. 
After the committee has exhausted 
its survey there, it will 
probably 
proceed to Chicago to hold hearings 
there on expenditures, particularly 
iii the republican senatorial contest 
between Frank L. Smith, chairman 
of the Illinois public utilities com­ 
mission, and William B. McKinley, 
present incumbent, who is said to be 
a millionaire. 
In each instance the 
committee 
will ascertain also the amount

torial contests, although no charges 
of excessive democratic expenditures 
have been hinted.

CHARGED WITH DEFEATING THE 


HAUGEN PRICE STABILIZA­ 


TION BILL

W ashington, May 22.— With farm 
relief legislation virtually dead 
aa 
far as the house is concerned west­ 
ern farm bloc and democratic leaders 
predicted today that the republican 
party would be repudiated at 
the 
polls in November for defeating the 
$175,000,000 Haugen price stabilisa­ 
tion bill. 
House leaders said that no further 
effort would be made by the lower 
body to enact any relief measures at 
this session. 
Farm bloc members who supported 
the Haugen bill, are pinning 
their 
hopes for action in the senate. They 
expressed confidence that the senate 
would accept the Norris amendment 
to the administration 
co-operative 
marketing hill whelh is now pending 
in the senate. 
The Norris amend­ 
ment is almost Identical 
with 
the 
Haugen bill, and an effort will be 
made to bring It up in the senate on 
Monday. 
“ The defeat of the Haugen bill,” 
Rep. Dickinson, Iowa, 
republican, 
farm bloc leader, said, “will have a 
Tar reaching political 
effect 
from 
which the republican party wltUsutf 
fer. 
“The republicans have repudiated 
their platform and promises to the 
farmers by denying them the relief 
they want. 
“The administration had better do 
something for the 
farmers. 
There 
isn’t one farm 
organization 
that 
wants the Tincher bill or the Cur­ 
tis Aswell bill. 
The sooner the ad­ 
min 1st ration realizes this the better 
it will be off.” 
Should the administration make 
an effort to pass either the Tincher 
hill or the Curtis-Aswell bill, pick- 
inson said, the Haugen forces would 
not support either measure. 
The defeat of the Haugen bill was 
also denounced by Rep. Oldfield, Ar­ 
kansas, chairman of the democratic 
congressional campaign committee. 
Oldfield charged that President Cool­ 
idge did not desire to give the farm­ 
ers 
relief 
and 
consideration 
“to 
which they are entitled.” 
“7’hls was apparent,” Oldfield said 
“ when Chairman Madden of the ap­ 
propriations committee, and one of 
th® most powerful republicans in the 
house, led a fight to recommit the 
bill in which he had active support 
of Majority Leader Tilson, the quiet 
acquiescence of Speaker Longworth 
and the backing of other leaders on 
the majority side. 
“The threatened political revolt of 
the farmers of the country will be­ 
come a reality. 
It can and will 
have hut one effect— democratic vic­ 
tory at the polls this fall.” 
.Senator McNary, republican, Ore­ 
gon, co-author with Rep. Haugen of 
the farm aid bill, said 
today 
that 
every effort would be made to bring 
the bill to a vote soon.

Too Cold to Snow 
The weather bureau says that the 
greater number of more or less heavy 
snows come with southerly to easterly 
winds—1. e., in what is known as the 
“rainy” portion of the cyclonic or 
storm area. 
These winds generally 
are relatively mild. 
As the storm 
passes the winds come from the north­ 
west, roughly, and are relatively cold. 
In shorts, precipitation comes with 
relatively warm easterly to southerly 
winds, and clear weather follows with 
relatively cold northwest winds. 
If, 
then, the winter wind is from the 
northwest, it Is cold, and from the 
wrong direction to give much snow. 
This, presumably, is the origin of the 
saying, “It Is too cold to snow.” This 
statement, however, is not literally 
true, for light snows can occur at any 
temperature; and, indeed, It occasion­ 
ally happens that heavy snows occur 
when the surface air is quite cold.

Find Animal Pests 
N ot Unworthy Foes 
Mountain lions. Pullouts, grizzlies, 
wolves, 
coyotes 
and 
other 
killers 
slaughtered between twenty anti thir­ 
ty million dollars’ worth of live stock 
last year on the western ranges. That 
is why the government maintains a 
band of men, pioneers ut heart, who 
concentrate every effort, night ami 
tiny, ort their extermination. 
These 
nuyi belong to the predatory animal 
division of the biological survey, and 
the stories they tell in monosyllables 
sound like old medieval tales of were­ 
wolves and ghost-tigers. Do animals 
think? 
Listen to their experiences 
with some of these four-legged des­ 
peradoes. 
Stanley P. Young is the boss trailer 
of the hunters on Colorado’s stock 
ranges, with the professional title of 
Junior biologist. 
“You asked if animals think,” said 
Young iii an interview. “Let me tell 
you how we have to go out after 
wolves. 
“A wolf has a regular run. 
It is 
a circle often about fifty miles in 
circumference. 
He makes the rounds 
regularly. 
We study a killer wolf’s 
habits sometimes for months. 
Then 
we make a trap set for him on this 
run at some key point. 
Can’t poison 
a wolf. 
lie’s too wise. 
‘‘In setting traps for wolves we 
make two kinds of sets. Wolves have 


scent posts just Tike domestic dogs. 
We find the ground all scratched up 
around these. Sometimes we set traps 
at such points. To stir up the local 
wolf, get him all excited so he’ll lose 
his head a hit, we often bring in the 
scent of some foreign wolf we have 
trapped. 
That makes the local wolf 
mad to find un Invader in his bailli- 
vvick. 
Ile starts rarin’ around and 
gets Into a trap. 
“Some of them are so cunning they 
win not get into a trap at a scent 
post. They just sense there is some­ 
thing wrong and dodge the trap. Then 
we make what is railed a blind set. 
“Iu making a blind set, the hunter 
waits tint ii it is about time for the 
wolf to come by a point on bis cir­ 
cle trail. 
These men get this figured 
out almost to the hour, because they 
may have been studying that par­ 
ticular wolf for weeks. 
Then they 
select a place where the trail is nar­ 
row 
They dig a pit and put the 
sot trap in it. They handle the traps 
wiili gloves and keep all the dirt 
they dig oil what is called a setting 
cloth. Everything in the way of foot­ 
gear, setting cloth, trap and gloves 
has had the .scent of man taken from 
it.”

nations — Ottawas, 
Chippewas and Pottawattoriiies.

tween the Atlantic coastal plain and 
the Piedm ont licit to lie* west, which 
Is marked by falls or rapids in most of

plain than the hard crystalline rocks 
of

days the falls marked the head of 
navigation for the coastwise trade, and
